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In one of our recent discussions 1 referred to certain data, obtained, 
from the State Department, concerning the colleges and universities from 
which foreign Service Officers are recruited. Since this subject has 
relevance to your study of the Career Training Program, X am summarizing 
in the follov7ing paragraphs information covering the periods 1957-1962 and 
1963-1965, a total of about 8’i years. 


X • ISO’s, Appointed 1957-1962 


In early 1964 the College Relations Staff of the Department of State 
prepared a study of the schools from which FSO's were recruited over a 5’i 
year period during 1957-1962. A total of 926 officers were appointed 
during this period, .drawn from' 204 colleges and universities in the U.S. 
plus one in Canada. Ten schools stand out as the most prominent sources:
